if they finde any perſon ſick of the Infeion, to give 


order to the Conſtable that the Houſe be ſhut up; and 
if the Conſtable ſhall be found remiſs or negligent, to 
give preſent notice thereof to. the Alderman of the

T Fat to every Infeted Houſe there be appointed 
| two Watchmen, one for the Day, and the other for 
the Night : And that theſe Watchmen have a ſpecial 
care that no perſon goe in or out of ſuch infeted Houles, 
whereof they have the Charge, upon pain of ſevere pu- 
niſhment, And the ſaid Watchmen to doe ſuch further 
Offices as the ſick Houſe ſhall need and require :- And 
if the Watchman be ſent upon any buſinels, co lock up 


the Houſe and take the Key with him : and the Watch- _ 


man by day to attend until ten of the clock at night : 
and the Watchman by night uncil fix in the morning, +

be ſuffered to remain or come into-any Tavern, Ale- 
houſe or Coffee-houſe to drink after nine of the Clock 
in the Evening, according to the ancient Law and cu- 
ſtome of this City, upon the penalties ordained in thar 


behalt. 


| And for the better execution of theſe Orders, and ſuch 
other Rules and Dire&ions as upon further confidera- 
tion ſhall be found needful; Ir is ordered and enjoyned 
that the Aldermen, Deputies, and Common-Councel- 
men ſhall meet together Weekly, once, twice, thrice or 
oftner (as cauſe ſhall require) at ſome one general place 
accuſtomed in their reſpe&ive Wards (being clear from 
infection of the Plague). ro conſult how the faid Orders 
may be duly put in execution; not intending that any 
dwelling in or near places infected, ſhall come to the ſaid 
meetings whiles their coming may be doubrtul: And 


the ſaid Aldermen and Deputies and Common Councel- 


' men in their ſeveral Wards may put 1n execution any 
other good Orders that by them ar their ſaid Meetings 


ſhall be conceived and deviſed, for preſervation of his 
Majeſties Subjects from the Infection,
